the senses of everyone that they are the staple 
of the town talk and are productive of anything 
but com plimentary remarks from the strangers 
within our gates. 

HEALTH ORDINANCES 

are upon our statute books and need to bd K- 
idly enforced, T. e ordinance with regard to 
garbage deposits in the business center, passed 
some weeks since, has found but meagre atten- 
tion. A few alert police officers have made ar- 
rests under it and at. w small fines have deen 
imposed upon the offeuders, but u the main the 
ordinance is illy reg Beyond the limits 
embraced in it ihe ition of streets and gut- 
ters is very bad in Sweepings, refuse gar. 
bage and every er chafacter of filth find 
resting places in public streets.

Upon 
this occasion William was overcome and 
lout his self control, and overtaking her 
on Peachtree street, near M 4 Clark's store, he 
laid hold upou a barrel hoop and gave her a 
thrashing that she will remember to, her dying 
day, The disturbance created caused the ar- 
rest of both parties, and the next morning Wil- 
llam paid a fine of five dollars an. costs for dis- 
orderly conduct. That thrashing aroused the 
worst passions in the heart of the wite that a 
depraved woman could cherish against her hus- 
band, aud she mace up her mind to have ven 
reance bya murder. During Tuesday William 
noticed that his wife seemed to de 
following bim about all day, but he attached 
very little importance to it. As night a pproach- 
ed, she wtayed about the guard house as if on 
the watch ſor some one. About 120’clock Tues- 
day night William left the station house, and 
walked with a Colored boy, an acquaintance of 
his. up Whitehall street to the corner of Mitchell. 
Here his friend left him, and as he turned bick 
he noticed his wife coming rapidly towards nim. 
As she passed, she 
MADK A QUICK BLOW AT N FACE 

with her right hand, aud repeated it, striking 
him in the breast. 

William seized her at once, aud 
until he put his hand to his face and withdrew 
it covered with blood, he thought she had 
struck him with her fist. When he found he 
had been cut, he staggered back, and his wile 
took advantage of the opportunity to break 
loose. 

No words passed between them except a sin- 
gle exclamation uttered by the husband when 
he was first cut. The whole thing was done in 
an instant. William made no effort to pursue 
his wife, but Walked back to the 
guard house where he astonished all 
handsby appearing before them covered with 
blood. Dr. Lie was called in and dressed the 
wounds. They consisted of two deep and ugly 
gashes, one extending back from the right side 
of the mouth, some two or three inches long, 
and the other im the breast, reaching nearly 
down to the abdomen. They were made with a 
razor the woman procur:d in some way from 
her father, who isa barber.
